A $150,000 suit filed agains Elk Grove 


Village by a Chicago refuse company has 
been dismissed as a result of an agree- 
ment between the company and the vil- 
lage. 


The suit, filed by the Speelman Refuse 


Co., was dismissed last week in Cook 
County Circuit Court after the village in- 
dicated it would license the company to 
do business in industrial areas, Village 
Atty. Ed Hofert said. 


The company filed suit last November 


against the village after it was ordered 
to stop removing refuse from an industri- 
al park plant. The company charged the

village illegally prohibited it from doing 
business in the village. 


HOFERT SAID the suit was dismissed 


as a result of a compromise which will 
enable the company to get a scavenger 
license for the industrial-commercial 
areas. The village this month approved 
an ordinance allowing the village to li- 
cense the company, wihch will become 
the sixth scavenger doing business in the 
village. 


Previously, a village ordinance limited 


the number of licenses to five. The five 
firms licensed are: Monarch Disposal 
Co., Van Der Molen Disposal Co., Roy 
Strom, Inc., Harrington Trucking Co. and 
Ace Disposal Co. Only Monarch is licens- 
ed for residential areas. 


Specimen's suit came out of an in- 


cident at the W. E. O'Neil Construction 
Co., 2200 Busse Rd. Speelman charged 
that it had a contract to remove con- 
struction debris' and refuse from the 
plant, but was ordered to discontinue the 
work by the police department because it 
had no license. 


The suit asked $150,000 damages and a 


temporary restraining order prohibiting 
the village from interferring with its 
business. It listed Police Chief Harry 
Jenkins, Village Pres. Charles Zettek, 
the sixx village trustees and the fiye li- 
censed scavengers as defendants.

Formation of a second hospital study 


committee in Schaumburg Township was 
tabled this week. 


Members of the township board of 


auditors will, however, continue to "ob- 
serve with interest" functions 'of the 
existing Northwest Cook County Health 
Needs Study Committee. 


Vernon Laubenstein, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, who last month 
proposed creation of the second study, 
claims he is now satisfied that bound- 
aries established by the original study 
committee are appropriate. 


Laubenstein attended a recent meeting 


of the Northwest committee and reported 
W e d n e s d a y the group questioned 
Schaumburg Township financial 'partici- 
pation in their investigation. 


"THESE PEOPLE laid it on the line, 


although they were nice to me and glad I 
was expressing an interest, but said all 


participating groups had money to offer 
and asked where mine, was," Laubens- 
tein said. 


The study group has been meeting for 


nine months and expects to soon contract 
for a professional hospital feasibility 
study. 


S c h a u m b u r g , Hoffman Estates, 


Roselle, Hanover Park, Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center and Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital are represented on th& 
Northwest committee. Each has been as- 
sessed a portion of the funds required for 
the study. 


Laubenstein said he took offense when 


asked about township financing and 
questioned lack of funding participation 
by Rolling Meadows, Palatine, Stream- 
wood and other communities within the 
study area. They are not committee par- 
ticipants. 


The area of investigation is bordered 


on 'the north- by Cook-Lake County line, 
on the south by DuPage County including 
the greater Roselle area, on the west by 
111. Rte. 59 and on the east by 111. Rte. 53. 


"THEY (the study group) are not sure 


that Schaumburg township needs a hospi- 
tal but have indicated that maybe more 
highways are required to solve health 
care facility needs making it easier to 
reach existing hospitals," Laubenstein 
remarked. 


He would prefer to see establishment 


of a heliport "because in the event of an 
emergency a lot more can be done by air 
than in rush hour traffic" to provide 
health care.

Laubenstein proposed creation of a 


township hospital study committee last 
month because, according to state stat- 
utes, township auditors can build a hospi- ' 
tal if approved by voters.-His proposal 


was approved by the board of auditors. 


No formal action was taken rescinding 


that proposal this week but township offi- 
cials agreed to "hold off" on the project.

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New Law Not Adding To Schools7 Woes 
Suspension Hearings Work 


by W ANDALYN RICE 


A new law providing for formal hear- 


ings in school suspension cases apparent- 
ly has not caused any serious problems 
in local high schools. 


The law provides that students can be 


suspended from school for up to 10 days 
or until the next school board meeting 
for violations of school regulations. How- 
ever, it also provides that parents may 
request a formal hearing on the suspen- 
sion if they object to the action. 


Before the new law went into effect, 


only expulsion cases involved formal 
hearings. A student could be suspended 
from school without a hearing up to sev- 
en days or to the closest board meeting. 


Since the law went into effect in 


January only one hearing has been held 
in High School Dist. 214 and none have 
been held in Dist. 211. In spite of the law, 
principals in the two districts report no 


major change in the number of suspen- 
sions issued. 


"Many of the parents resolve these 


things at the school by talking to their 
youngsters and counselors," Steven Ber- 
ry, administrative assistant, in Dist. 214', 
said. "Most suspensions are so short that 
the student, is back in school before a 
hearing could be held." 


WHEN THE NEW suspension law went 


into effect, local school officials said they 
felt it would create too'much red tape 
and might lead to a drop in the number 
of suspensions and a loosening of student 
discipline.

Local districts are supporting a bill 


now pending in the Illinois Legislature to 
repeal the suspension law to allow sus- 
pensions to be handled by local adminis- 
trators without provision for a hearing. 


The school board in Dist. 214 appointed

Measles Immunizations To 
Stall Epidemic Are Asked 


The director of the Cook County De- 


partment of Public Health has urged 
parents of all children one year or older 
to obtain immunization to stall a measles 
epidemic in the county. 


The director, Dr. John B. Hall, said the 


Epidemic primarily has struck the North- 
west and North suburbs of the county. 
Dr. Hall said hundreds of cases have oc- 
curred in the county since the beginning 
of the year and the epidemic is increas- 
ing. 


"This large outbreak will continue un- 


less every child gets measles vaccine as 
soon as possible after the child's first 
birthday," Dr. Hall said. "Many cases in 
younger children result from' the disease 


being brought home by older, school-age 
brothers and sisters." 


The director said more than 90 per 


cent of the reported cases have been 
found in children who have never re- 
ceived the vaccine. He urged parents to 
obtain the immunization, even if the 
child may have received it previously. 
"A seconl shot wiU not hurt the child," 
he said. 


Dr.' Hall said the vaccine should not be 


confused with that given for rubella 
(German measles) immunization, 


"Measles is often called 'regular,' 


'red,' or '10-day' measles, and can cause 
serious complications such as pneu- 
monia, mental retardation and death," 
Dr. Hall added.

quested a hearing and the school's action 
was upheld. 


Elk Grove principal- Robert Haskell 


said recently he does not believe the new 
law has had much effect on over-all stu- 
dent discipline. "I think it puts a little 
more thought into our suspensions, but I 
don't think it's really kept us from 'sus- 
pending where it's warranted," he said. 


PRINCIPAL ROLAND Gains at Hersey 


High School in Arlington Heights agreed 
the new procedure has had little effect 
at his school. "We are still suspending 
students for the things we suspended stu- 
dents for before.and we still contact,the 
parents and work with them as we al- 
ways did," he said. 


Suspensions are more numerous hi 


High School Dist. 211. Associate Supt. 
Bruce Altergott reports the average 
school has 50 to 100 a month, most of 
them very brief. Principals in that dis- 
trict also report little effect from the new 
law. 


"We feel that as far as the boy's or 


girl's rights are concerned we have al- 
ways had due process," Stan Smith, prin- 
cipal of Fremd High School in Palatine 
said. 
>'l 


Smith added that in all cases of sus- 


pensions, parents are notified and asked 
to come in for a conference. "Most of the 
•time you get the support of the parent," 
he said. "Sometimes you get a defensive 
parent but that is unusual." 


CARL ZDEB, principal of Conant High 


School in Hoffman Estates, agreed that 
parents generally support the school ad- 
ministration in discipline actions. Most 
suspensions are for only one or two days, 
he said, and their length is determined 
by the seriousness of the student's viola- 
tion. 


All the principals said they also in 


some cases use "in-sehool suspensions" 
which do not require hearings. The in- 
school suspensions are used to exclude a 
student from regular classes and to keep 
bun under closer supervision than is usu- 
al. 


The principals said students are sus- 


pended for violations such as smoking in 
unauthorized areas, fighting, tardiness 
and truancy. Expulsions usually involve 
more serious or frequent rule violations.

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4 Mexican Aliens 
Seized Here 
At Country Club

A poker game led to the arrest of four 


illegal Mexican aliens by agents from the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
of the U.S. Justice Department yesterday 
at the Old Orchard Country Club in 
Mount Prospect. 


Immigration agents were tipped off 


when a Wheeling housewife called Mount 
Prospect police complaining that her 
husband lost $80 in a poker game to 
some illegal aliens on Old Orchard prop- 
erty. 


The four men, from Durango and Gua- 


dalajara in central Mexico, said they had 
been living in an abandoned Old English- 
style home on the Old Orchard grounds 
for the past seven months and had been 
working as bus boys at the country club 


Test Moosmann 
Case Suspects 


Lie detector tests have been adminis- 


tered to four persons involved in the 
four-year old Moosmann lawsuit against 
Elk Grove Village. 


Village Atty. Ed Hofert said yesterday 


he expected a report soon on results of 
the tests, which were administered to 
Waldemar R. Moosmann, 510 Brynhaven 
Circle, his wife and two of the officers 
involved in Moosmann's police brutality 
suit against the village. 


Moosmann is to receive $15,000 pay- 


ment from the village if the tests prove 
the charges true, under an agreement 
which settled his suit against the village. 
Moosmann originally sought $1 million in 
damages in the suit charging five village 
police officers with false arrest, ex- 
cessive force and malicious prosecution. 


The suit stemmed from a series of in- 


cidents which occurred Jan. 11-13, 1086, 
when Moosmann claims police dragged 
him out of bed, falsely imprisoned him 
and broke his bake. Police have denied 
the charges, saying Moosmann was 
merely arrested for aggravated assault 
and not mistreated.

Immigration agent Millard Meek said 


two of the men were arrested in the 
country club restaurant and two were 
found in the old home on Schoenbeck 
Road. He said several of the workers at 
the country club were checked, but the 
four were the only ones unable to pro- 
duce papers showing they had entered 
the country legally. 


"The four men will be sent back to 


Mexico, probably on the bus tonight," 
Meek said early yesterday as trunks, 
suitcases and other personal belongings 
were loaded into the trunk of the agent's 
car. 


ROBERT GERMAIN, acting deputy 


district director of the immigration ser- 
vice, said he sent five agents to the Old 
Orchard site after he got the tip earlier 
in the day. 


Meek said he suspected there were 


more illegal aliens in the area, but they 
had probably already escaped. 


"When we make a raid like this, we 


just come and take the ones we can and 
leave," be said. "Anyone else who has 
here would have scattered by now." 


Downstairs in the house there were 


four beds in one large room with a high 
beam ceiling and two more beds and a 
tattered sofa in the kitchen area. One 
agent said it was difficult to say exactly 
how many persons lived there but they 
were not necessarily all illegal aliens.

Morton Grow 
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Spare The Rod And Spoil The Child? 


by WILLIAM J. STANFJELD 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Some school 


districts permit teachers to apply the rod 
or back of their hand to unruly students. 
Others prohibit the practice. The ques- 
tion is: Which spoils the child? 


A survey of school districts across the 


country reveals widely varying prac- 
tices, and opinions, regarding paddling 
public school children. Teachers are ban- 
ned outright from inflicting corporal pun- 
ishment in New York and San Francisco, 
for example, while other cities permit 
the most ancient of disciplinary tech- 
niques. 


A LOS ANGELES school consultant 


says paddling school children is an 
"archaic and barbaric" practice, but the 
Ohio legislature recently reaffirmed its 
law allowing spanking, contending that 
method of discipline is more effective 
than trying to talk a child out of mis- 
chief. 


The spanking issue came up earlier 


this year in Los Angeles when the Board 
of Education voted 4-3 over the objec- 
tions of an educational psychologist and 
minority organizations to allow educators 
to continue to paddle unruly children 
when other measures fail to solve dis- 
ciplinary problems. 


The psychologist, board member Dr. 


Robert Doctor, led the fight to abolish 
spanking, contending, "the school enc- 
ourages violence when it uses violent 
techniques to solve its problems." 


FERNANDEZ GOODE, a member of 


the board's black education commission, 
agreed. 


"It's an archaic and barbaric approach 


to use in this day and age," Goode said, 
noting that corporal punishment has 
been abolished in most penal institutions, 
juvenile detention centers and the armed 
services. 


"Even the Marines have abolished it," 


he said, "but we still use this form of 
punishment against elementary school 
kids who can't defend themselves. 


The 'American Civil Liberties Union, 


meantime, announced plans to file a suit 
seeking abolition of corporal punishment 
in Los Angeles public schools. 


Supporters of spanking contend school 


administrators need to be able to give an 
occasional swat to maintain some form 
of control over unruly kids. 


J. C. Chambers, a board member who 


voted in favor of spanking, said abolition 
of such corporal punishment would be a 
"grave mistake" and the board would 
"probably increase our disciplinary prob- 
lems by going away from It." 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Los Angeles 


Board of Education, Donald D. Newman, 
a medical doctor, said the majority of 
the board wanted to give school adminis- 
trators the option to use corporal punish- 
ment under certain guidelines. These 
guidelines, he said, specify that any cor- 


poral punishment such as paddling, must 
be given in front of the school's principal 
or by the principal, cannot be given by a 
teacher alone in the classroom, cannot 
be excessive and cannot be injurious. 


Spokesmen for minority organizations 


contend that paddling is more extensive, 
and 
sometimes excessive, in pre- 


dominately black and Mexican-American 
communities. A spokesman for the Mexi- 
can-American Education 
Commission 


said her group found that "the use of 
corporal punishment is higher in Chicano 
and Mack communities," than elsewhere. 
She said she was "shocked" when the 
board acknowledges as much during its 
January meeting. 


DR. DOCTOR, who tried to get the 


board to eliminate spanking, holds that 
the practice not only encourages vio- 
lence, but can lead to erratic behavior 
and can be a "highly .traumatic experi- 
ence" for some kids. 


Elsewhere in the country, a move is 


underway in the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture to outlaw corporal punishment 
throughout the state. It is already ban- 
ned in Boston, , 


U.S. District Judge Joseph F. Weiss Jr. 


will be asked to declare paddling uncon- 
stitutional when another hearing is 
scheduled in the case of a 12-year-old boy 
from Pittsburgh's Northgate school dis- 
trict. 


Weiss recently rejected a request for a 


temporary injunction sought by the par- 
ents of a seventh-grader William Glaser 
who received three smacks with a paddle 
for fighting with a classmate. The boy 
said he had been offered a suspension or 
the three smacks and took the paddle be- 
cause he feared the suspension.

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The Doctor Says 
She Loses Weight On Personal Diet 


by LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 


Dew Dr. Lamb — I have been reading 


various article* on women with weight 
problems. I am in my 50s and six months 
ago I weighed 215 pounds. I thought noth- 
ing of it and just kept right on eating. An 
accident caused me to go to the doctor 
and be asked me in a gentle way to try 
eating half of what I was eating, along 
with giving up sweets and starches. I 
made up my own diet which the doctor 
checked. 


My diet consisted of an abundance of 


will power pills, along with chicken, 
tuna, baked fish, roast and steak and a 
stuffed green pepper now and then; with 
such vegetables as broccoli, cauliflower, 
green beans, lettuce, salad and also a lot 


of cottage cheese. I drank tomato juice 
for breakfast, coffee, tea, cream of 
wheat, and once in a white two strips of 
bacon fried crisp. 


Dear Reader — You are living proof 


that one of the principles in losing weight 
is reducing calories and a good way for a 
person to do this is indeed to just de- 
crease the quantity of everything they 
have been eating. The diet you describe 
above has certain important features. It 
contains quite a bit of protein from 
chicken, tuna, baked fish and other items 
that you mentioned. 


Any diet, even for losing weight, should 


include a significant amount of vege- 
tables, which you have described. These 
provide bulk and keep the person satis- 


fied. Cottage cheese is excellent. For los- 
ing weight I usually recommend un- 
creamed or low-fat cottage cheese Fol- 
lowing such a sensible diet consistently 
will cause weight loss. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I would like to ask 


you about catsup. My two sons and one 
of the wives and a grandson are all cra- 
zy about it They have catsup on any 
meal, every day, even on fried eggs. I 
have cautioned my sons that catsup 
might not be good for their health but I 
would like to hear what you say avout it. 


Dear Reader — There is nothing wrong 
with catsup, except for those people who 
cannot tolerate spicy foods or have to 
eliminate salt from their diet because of 
medical problems.

The »ce and king of clubs are 
played and the last club is ruffed, as is 
dummy's last heart. 


This eliminates everything but dia- 


monds and declarer leads a tow one to- 
ward dummy with every intention of 
playing low and sticking East in. Un- 
fortunately for this plan, if West Just 
plays the eight-spot, East will be able to 
play the four and won't be in trouble. 


It is up to declarer to set a better way 


to force East to lead a diamond. 


The play goes just the same until the 


last heart is led. At this point, instead of 
ruffing, South discards a diamond. East 
is on lead and must either lead from his 
king of diamonds or play his last heart to 
allow South to discard another diamond 
while ruffing in dummy.

New Threat To 
Vandalism 


ril Stop You Now 


A new weapon has been unveiled 


in Mount Prospect in the contin- 
uing war against the mindless de- 
struction called vandalism and we 
think the new weapon deserves a 
thorough trial. 


It's called the "Operation Van- 


dalism" task force, a program in 
which Mount Prospect policemen 
are paid overtime and work on a 
voluntary basis late at night to pre- 
vent — aggressively — youthful 
vandalism. 


Police Chief Bert Giddens says 


that teen-agers roaming the streets 
between 11 p.m. and 3 a.m. are the 
targets — and, indeed, there's no 
good reason for these children (or 
young adults) to be out on the 
streets at that late hour, he says. 


So, two weeks ago the Task 


Force started its weekend patrols, 
and its men have arrested a total 
of 34 persons. Most of the arrests 
have been for curfew violations; no 
one yet has been arrested for van- 
dalism. 


If a parent gets a midnight call 


from the police department that 
their child has been arrested, $25 
bond is needed to bail the lad out of 
jail. The penalty for curfew viola- 
tions ranges from $10 to $100. 


Mount Prospect police officials 


report there has been a drop in 
vandalism — the goal of the task 
force patrols. The patrols will be 
tried for at least several weeks, 
Giddens reports. 


The cost of vandalism in the 


Northwest suburbs is staggering, 
especially to park districts and 
school districts. Schools and park 
facilities have always been special 
targets of those who destroy with- 
out reason. 


Adding to this toll the amount of 


damage caused to private property 


— v a n d a l i z e d cars, damaged 
shrubs, and so forth — justifies 
some form of moderately aggres- 
sive police reaction. 


We realize, of course, that rip- 


ping off a car antenna is not the 
same as selling heroin. But petty 
and not-so-petty vandalism keep 
suburban police busy and carry an 
expensive price tag for residents 
and taxpayers. 


Patrolling darkened 
suburban 


streets may not eliminate van- 
dalism — but it will probably deter 
it and, perhaps more importantly, 
other more serious forms of crime. 
We hope the Mount Prospect police 
force can net some burglars, as 
well as teen-agers out on a lark. 


The major danger in the pro- 


gram, however, and the reason for 
the critical examination is that it 
can damage relations between kids 
and cops. No high school student 
will relish the threat of being 
stopped in the early morning 
hours. If the Mount Prospect pro- 
gram is not carefully supervised 
and petty harassment becomes 
the nature of it, you can expect a 
sharp drop in youthful respect for 
the Mount Prospect police depart- 
ment. 


Suburban vandalism, however, 


warrants taking a trial gamble in 
the form of a task force. Parents 
have abrogated their responsi- 
bilities in simply knowing where 
their children are. It's an unfortu- 
nate commentary on our commu- 
nities that the police have to do the 
work which parents should be 
doing. But we cautiously commend 
the police and hope the task force 
during the next few weeks reduces 
the Mount Prospect vandalism 
rate to zero. 


Weather As A Weapon 


Weather has been added to the 


arsenal of the U.S. military. 


But, according to Edward Ep- 


stein, head of the University of 
Michigan's department of mete- 
orology, "geophysical warfare, or 
the manipulation of weather for 
military purposes, most certainly, 
cannot be compared to the apo- 
calyptic weapons now available to 
modern armies." 


Causing severe storms by cloud 


s e e d i n g could hamper enemy 
m o v e m e n t s , while dispersing 
clouds and fogs can be used to aid 


bombing. 


There have been rumors that the 


military is also interested in more 
potent weather-warfare aids such 
as using earthquakes and giant tid- 
al waves as weapons. 


But, like other of our super-mod- 


ern, ultra-effective weapons, the 
results of their use remains highly 
unpredictable. 


Causing earthquakes or giant 


waves, Epstein says, "is far too 
hazardous for all concerned. The 
results are unpredictable and could 
just as easily affect friend as foe." 


Wilder Than Penguins

heavy equipment and machinery 
over and through the ice and snow 
of Antarctica.

Navy's advance headquarters in 
Christchurch, New Zealand. The 
lectures are designed to reorient 
the men to the faster pace and dan- 
gers of driving in the States. 


"We want to impress upon our 


men the hazards," says an officer, 
"and remind them to watch out for 
pedestrians now instead of peng- 
uins."

Goebbels look like a school boy, by his 
clever use of sarcasm and outright dis- 
tortions of the truth. One would tHink he 
were a graduate from some school that 
teaches nothing else but how to control 
the thoughts of man, and the Soviet 
Union has at least one such school. 


Paddock used every trick in the book 


on May 19 in their assault against hand- 
guns.

NEW YORK (UPD-One might imag- 


ine that most of today's wives have be- 
come experts in the family's life insur- 
ance situation, but that's not so. 


A study just completed by the Life In- 


surance Agency Management Associ- 
ation and the Life Underwriter Training 
Council reveals that nearly half of all 
new widows still are shockingly ignorant 
of their husbands' financial affairs. 


"Only one new widow in five had ever 


discussed with her husband what she 
should do with the proceeds of his life 
insurance," said Robert G. Reed, a vice 
president of Continental Assurance Co. of 
Chicago. , 


Reed said the new study was a shock 


to the life insurance industry and that 
life companies are trying to decide 
what to do about it. 


Life insurance agents have commented 


for years on the reluctance of women to 
think in advance about the problems of 
widowhood, and they often complain il- 
logically about the premium cost of ade- 
quate fife insurance protection, accord- 
ing to Arthur Milton, a New York insur- 
ance broker. 


ONE SURPRISING discovery in the 


survey was that, in spite of the high pro- 
portion of wives who have jobs nowa- 
days, half of the new widows had less 
than $1,000 in assets of their own. One- 
third said their own relatives had no as- 
sets. 


The reluctance of couples to make ade- 


quate provision in case of the death of 
the family breadwinner has several un- 
fortunate psychological aspects, Reed 
said. 


One is that most people assume, with- 


out reason, that if the husband dies 
young he probably will die suddenly, per- 
haps in an accident. . 


"The truth is the exact opposite," Reed 


said. "The study showed that only one- 
third of early deaths of husbands are 
sudden. For more than half, death fol- 
lowing terminal illnesses of months, and 
for one-fourth the last illness exceeded a 
year. In many cases, the family's sav- 
ings were wiped out or seriously de- 
pleted in spite of medical and hospital- 
ization insurance," he said. "Only 69 per 
cent of the husbands in the study were 
still on a payroll at the time of death." 


THE STUDY showed a failure to buy 


disability income insurance by most fam-

ilies and that underinsurance still is a 
problem. 


Fewer than 8 per cent of the families 


had as much as $25,000 in trotection. 
The average was $9,150. 


Family men buy basic life insurance 


protection before they are 40 when their 
earnings may .be modest, and they put 
off enlarging the policy too long. Then 
they are appalled at the much 'higher 
premium rates they would have to pay. 


"A life insurance policy bought back in 


1945 or even in 1956 is .pretty sure to be 
woefully inadequate for the needs of a 
woman widowed in 1972," Reed said. 


The solution, both Reed and Milton 


said, is for wives to get over their mor- 
bid dread of facing the likelihood of ulti- 
mate widowhood and to insist on dis- 
cussing the matter and revising the fami- 
ly- life insurance program periodically. 


If this is not done, Reed said, the fami- 


ly can experience financial death before 
the physical death of the husband.

First editions of famous authors 
are one kind for which collectors often 
pay handsome prices, but you aren't like- 
ly, to find many of these lying around in 
your attic — nor a Gutenberg Bible, ei- 
ther. 


There's another whole world of moder- 


ately valuable books, though, that are to 
be found in many an attic. You just have 
to know what to look for. 


SUPPOSE THAT you found, back 


there behind the old trunk with the bro- 
ken hinges, a book entitled "A Descrip- 
tion Review of the Industries of Walla 
Walla," published somewhere in 1891. 
Well, we'd better throw that one away; 
by no stretch of the imagination could 
that be of interest or value to anyone — 
right? The next item you come to is "Re- 
port of the Commissioner of Public 
Buildings," Madison, Wis., 1842. The 
junk pile for that one, too, of course. 


Don't look now, but you just threw out 


$105 worth of books. You can find, in re- 
cent dealers' catalogues, the Walla Walla 
book listed at $60, and the commission-

This is not to say that everything pub-. 


lished in the 19th century is "Ameri- 
cana," and of value. Neither does age,

Van Allen Bradley, whose book, "Gold in 
Your Attic,"., has. been the amateur col- 
lector's guide, for 14 years, cites as an 
example a book of flower and fruit 
prints, published in 1940, now scarce and 
selling, a. few years ago; for up to $350. 
On the'other hand,, Bibles have always 
been produced in such profusion that 
even 15th-century printings are fairly 
common and worth little. 


BRADLEY'S BOOK, first published in 


1958, almost became a rare book itself 
before an updated version, "The New 
Gold in Your Attic," came out a decade 
later.

Her basics include a drill (for twisting 
more than one Wire together), saw, flat 
and round nose pliers, snips, and a ham- 
mer.

a baseball bat (for making bracelets), a 
knitting needle and, fly .swatter handle 
(for mandrels to' wrap the wire around), 
a pencil eraser (to hold the wire on her 
jigging board without leaving marks).

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It happens all the time. I'm sure 


you've experienced .it. You hear or read 
about something new and previously un- 
known to y»u, then it crops up again and 
again. Some months ago 1 read in a 1931 
Antiques magazine (yes, some people 
'•were collecting antiques then) about a 
' group of artsy craftsy types who lived in 
a communal arrangement in East Aur- 
ora. New York, around the turn of the 
century. They were shunned by their 
neighbors because they affected long 
hair, baggy pantaloons and voluminous 
ties as marks of their unlquentss. They 
called themselves "The Roycrofterc," 


• and they lived and worked under the pa- 


, triarchal guidance of their leader, one 
Elbert Htibbard. a multi-faceted genius 
in merchandising, writing, lecturing and 
artistic endeavors. 


I MAO HEARD of Hubbard, mostly 


from his "The Message to Garcia," but I 
hadn't realized that the Roycrofters' 
pt'oducts were enjoying a rebirth of popu- 
larity now among collectors. 


Then a friend, Lorraine Kearns, one of 


the youngest grandmas I know, came 
over to "show and tell" some books she 
had found in an attic. They were little 
leather bound volumes with satin inner 
facings, interesting illustrations and an- 
tique-looking printing. Watermarked on 
the frontispieces were the words "Roy- 
crofters, with a small distinguishing sym- 
bol. 


In the back, on a colored plate, were 


listed the names of the artists and print- 
ers of the book and the date in Roman 
numerals, 1904. The title was "Little 
Journeys to the Homes of Great Philoso- 
phers." It was one of a group of 13. 
These were the first Roycroft products I 
had ever seen, and I was fascinated by 
them. 
. 
, 


THIS WEEK, I opened my "'Antique 


Trader." newspaper and found a lengthy 
two-page article devoted to Hubbard and 
his followers, with many pictures of the 
products made in East Aurora. I found 


out quite a bit more about the legendary 
Hubbard. He was born in Bloomington, 
111. in 1856, and achieved early success, 
as a "Madison Avenue" type, doing sales 
promotions and writing advertising ma- 
terial. He worked for a large soap manu- 
facturer that enjoyed a thriving mail or- 
der business, then became a teacher, lec- 
turer, author, printer and editor. 


He studied in Europe and learned the 


crafts of bookbinding, leather tooling and 
copper working. He returned to New 
York, where he founded the Roycroft 
shop in the 1890s, taking the name from 
Samuel and Thomas Roycroft, book 
printers in England in the 1600s. In East 
Aurora, he edited "The Philistine," "The 
Roycrofter," and "The Fra," publica- 
tions devoted to his works, philosophy 
and ideals. 


AT ITS PEAK the Roycrofters em- 


ployed about 800 persons, working at 
their various crafts of copper, wood, 
leather, printing or bookbinding. One 
was William Denslow, a cartoonist and 
illustrator, who later did the art work in 
Frank Baum's "The Wizard of Oz." Hub- 
bard's rather peculiar ideas of religion, 
philosophy and his lifestyle were copied 
by his followers with almost mystical 
zeal. 


The Roycraft, trademark appears on 


almost everything turned out in the stu- 
dios. It was taken from a symbol used 
by early monks, with an added "R." If 
you should run across a book, a piece of 
mission-type furniture, copper or china 
with this emblem, you will have found 
a collectible which is an example of Am- 
erican craftmanship of the finest type. 
These will surely rise in value as the 
Roycrofter name becomes better in ant- 
ique circles.

Classical music seems to be more pop- 


ular these days with film directors and 
commercial makers. 


Director Stanley Kubrick in his "2001: 


A Space Odyssey" certainly was not the 
first to use classical music for his pur- 
poses, but that movie was perhaps the 
focal point. 


With "2001" using large selections of 


Richard Strauss' "Also Sprach Zara- 
thustra," such a demand was created for 
Strauss that the current catalog of his 
works was revitalized and expanded. 


Now Columbia Records, which with its 


"Greatest Hits' series of composers' 
music has for some time tried to popular- 
ize classical music, has used Kubrick's 
latest movie to base a new "popularized" 
approach to some great classical works. 


IT'S CALLED "Joy: The Great Com- 


opsers' Hits For the '70's" (Columbia M 
313-19). All the selections, which include 
some that have never been released be- 
fore, are "straight" interpretations of 
classical -pieces that have been used 
commercially over the last couple of 
years. 


The recording is brilliant and features, 


among others, E. Power Biggs, Eugene 
Ormandy and the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra, George Sssell and the Cleveland Or- 
chestra, Philippe Entremont and the 
R o y a l Philharmonic Orchestra and 
Bruno Walter and the Columbia Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 


From "A Clockwork Orange," Kubr- 


ick's latest, comes "Music for the Funer- 
al of Queen Mary" (Purcell), "The 
Thieving Magpie Overture" (Rossini) 
and the "William Tell Overture" (Ros- 
sini). These are not the cinematic ver- 
sioHS. however, but rather the "real 
thing." 


MOZART IS represented with "Theme 


from 'Elvira Madigan'" which lie of 
course wrote as "Andante from Concerto 


No. 21 in C Major for Piano and Orches- 
tra" and his "First Movement from 
Symphony No. 40 in G Minor." 


There is also Beethoven's "Ode to Joy" 


and 'Mussorgsky's "The Great Gate of 
Kiev" which has been made into a rock- 
er by Emerson, Lake and Palmer. Both 
"Jesu, Joy of Man's Desiring" and "Min- 
uet from Little Suite" by Bach are here, 
as is Satie's "Gymnopedie No. 3" (now 
used to sell coffee). 


If nothing else, this album proves the 


durability of classical music. Hopefully, 
the beauty is self-evident and will be- 
come more so as borrowers, like Kub- 
rick do not distort what they borrow, but 
more and more use it as it was meant to 
be heard.

INEVITABLY SO, Kubrick with "A 


Clockwork Orange" has spawned an ever 
growing number of albums featuring mu- 
sic from the movie. But although Albert 
Dailey does include the theme piece from 
the movie in his album, the fact has not 
been sprayed all over the album jacket 
in an effort to increase sales. 


Dailey, as a jazz pianist and composer, 


is a young man who has been around for 
a long time. He has acted as side-man or 
accompanist for Sonny Rollins, Woody 
Herman and Sarah Vaughan. 


The new album is "The Day After the 


Dawn" (Columbia KC 31278) and con- 
tains seven of his original compositions. 
The title track and "Clockwork Orange" 
theme are mellowed by the addition of a 
six-man chamber group. 


ANOTHER GOOD CUT is "Free Me" 


in which a synthesizer is used to evoke a 
sinking, swimming sound. Quite effec- 
tive. Throughout the album, the backup 
musicians are great. "Dailey Double," 
features a drum solo by David Lee and

Mathew 


She's Now Vice President Gibson

NEW YORK (UPt) - The name plate 


on her desk now reads Vice President 
Vernon £. Gibson. 


Women in top executive positions no 


longer are. a rarity. But what sets Miss 
Gibson apart is the fact she's made it in 
the traditionally masculine world of high 
finance and she's made it as a black. 


"I never found my color or sex an ob- 


stacle," she said, "although I know there 
are those who think, 'Why a woman and 
not a man?' 


"I've always been judged on ability 


and I think hard work was mostly re- 
sponsible for my moving ahead," 


MISS GIBSON has just been named a 


vice president for the National Bank of 
North America. The bank, with 120 
branches largely in the Greater New 
York and Long Island areas, calls itself 
the 28th largest in the country. 


National believes Miss Gibson is the 


first black woman appointed to such a 
position with any major bank. 


A native of Miami, she started with the 


bank in 1950 as a bookkeeper. 


"I was right out of high school and I 


had to pick up knowledge as I went 
along," she recalled in an interview. Her 
parents were separated, and Miss Gib- 
son's mother moved herself and her two 
daughters and son to New York. 


"We all decided it'd be my brother 


who would eventually support the fami- 
ly," she said. 'So we went to work so he 
could go to college." 


HER BROTHER went through New 


York University, was a jet pilot in the 
Air Force, and now is an executive vice 
president .of a holding company in Cali- 
fornia. Her older sister is married and 
lives in Washington.

Some Knit Notes For Men 


The men's shirting market has been 


changing drastically over the past sev- 
eral years, Six years ago, 80 per cent of 
the shirts sold by a major manufacturer 
were white. Today. 80 per cent are ev- 
erything but white and only 2 per cent 
are the conservative button-downs. Col- 
ors and interesting pattern designs have 
awakened men to fashion. Knit shirts 
made of Arnel triacetate and in com- 
bination with Fortrel polyester in a jer- 
sey knit construction are becoming in- 
creasingly important in the menswear 
market.

of the Chicago suburban sprawl. Canadian geese skim over- 
head. Red-winged blackbirds peck seeds'from a ilat-topped 
feeder. Tiny blue violets, delicate bellwort and prairie tril- 
lium poke up through the damp ground. The only reminder 
of civilization is an occasional jet overhead.' 


This is the new 1,100-acre Crabtree Nature Center near 


•Barrington. It opened to the public last October. However, 
the Cook County Forest Preserve District has been helping it 
return to its natural state since the mid-1960s. 


Now visitors can enjoy a variety of nature displays in the 


sprawling red brick exhibit building. A naturalist is on duty 
to answer questions.

Giant's Hollow Trail (W mile) and Bur Edge Trail (1V& 


mile) wind through the rolling woodland. Trail signs help 
visitors identify sights along the way. Both trails skirt the 
•wild fowl sanctuary, which includes 45-acre Crabtree Lake. 
Visitors also may pick up a nature trail guide to take along. 
The guide changes regularly to help spot seasonal changes. 
The May guide, for instance, pictures early spring wild- 
flowers. 


Crabtree Nature Center is on Palatine Road one mile 


west of Barrington Road. Trails are open from 8 a.m. to 7:30 
p.m. through August. The exhibit building is open from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Admission is always free. For group reserva- 
tions call FO 9-9420 or CO 1-8400 at least two weeks in 
advance. (You can picnic at nearby Deer Grove, Dundee and 
Quentin Roads)

H O L L Y W O O D (UPI) - Suppose 


you're driving by an outdoor movie the- 
ater with your children — say their ages 
are S and 10 — and on the screen they 
can see two giant-sized nudes in the sex 
act of an X-rated picture. 


This is a traumatic introduction to sex 


education at best 


Because of the flow of sex and nude 


oriented films, drive-in theaters — all 
4,000 of them — are under fire by various 
individuals and groups. 


Get the smut off those enormous 


screens or close up shop, goes the cry. 


In at least one ca^e in the State of 


Washington a drive-in theater was denied 
the right to show X-rated films by the 
courts. 


Now to the rescue rides a man with the 


difficult name of Agis L Mihalakis. He 
has perfected a screen he claims should 


do more for open top theaters than a 
first-run of "The Godfather." 


Mihalakis has demonstrated a screen 


which permits opeiation of drive-in the- 
aters during daylight hours and which 
cannot be seen fiom outside the per- 
iphery of the theater by night or day 


HE CALLS THE system R-Wave It re- 


quires no changes other than the screen 
itself. Projectors, film, lenses all remain 
the same 


"The screen is made of a series of sec- 


tions of metal, an alloy of chrome and 
nickel " said Mihalakis "They are ang- 
led in such a manner that a high fence 
around an outdoor theater is unneces- 
sary. In fact no fence is required except 
to keep non-paying customers out " 


Perhaps as important to the film ex- 


hibitors, other than traumatizing in- 
nocent children, is another facet of 
R-Wave. 


Because the screen panels are adjusted 


in a manner to cut off vision from cer- 
tain angles, three motion pictures can be 
shown on the same screen at the same 
time That is what Mihalakis says 


But the audience, depending at which 


angle individuals can see the screen, will 
view only one motion picture. 


WHILE THE IMAGES are super-im- 


posed on one another, the eye sorts out 
only that movie which is angled toward 
it. All a patron need do is move from the 
left section to the center area and onto 
the right section to see three different 
pictures. 
^ 


The potential for increased business is 


unlimited. 


"Imagine a family going to the mov- 


ies," suggested Mihalakis "The parents 
can watch an X film in one part of the 
theater, the teenager a PG rated film 
and the little kids a Disney picture. All in

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Area Track Qualifiers Seek State Points

Today and tomorrow are the days hun- 


dreds of Illinois High School track per- 
formers have been living for all year. 


The occasion is the 78th annual state 


finals on the Eastern Illinois University 
campus in Charleston. This will be the 
first time since the meet was in- 
augurated in 1893 that the site switches 
from Champaign (due to the Big Ten 
meet there this weekend). 


Evanston is in the spotlight in the team 


outlook, being a favorite to capture its 
third straight state title and become only 
the fourth team in modern times to ac- 
complish that feat. 


But to score the "hat trick," the Wild- 


kits wiU have to turn back stiff chal- 
lenges expected from Chicago Heights 
Bloom, Alton and Glenbard East. 


The most exciting performer on the 


Evanston squad and probably in the 
state, Howard Jones, attracts the most 
attention individually. Jones has swept 


the two dash titles in each of the past 
two years and last year set state records 
with :09.6 in the 100-yard dash and :21.1 
in the 220. 


But holding the most local interest at 


the moment is the question of whether 
any of a fine group of 33 Herald area 
performers (27 from the Mid-Suburban 
League and six from the Des Plaines 
area) will be able to place and score 
team points. The 33 all earned spots in 
last Friday night's district qualifying 
meet at Prospect. 


It has been about 20 years since no 


team from this area scored a point down- 
state, but that streak is by no means safe 
what with the dazzling, ever-improving 
state-wide marks that have been racked 
up this spring. 


This area is strongest in the long-dis- 


tance running events. Appearing to have 
the best chance of making the finals and 
placing, on the basis of previous times, 
are Maine West's Kevin Wright and 
Palatine's Brian .Barnett in the mile run, 
Maine East's Rick Phalen in the two- 


mile and Wheeling's Bill Schumann in 
the 880-yard run. 


However, even those top area boys will 


need their best performances ever to

next player, but a swiftly gathering 
thundersquall threatens to inundate your 
victory. 


Your scalp tingles as you tense on the 


tee for the last drive of this memorable 
golf day. 


Excitement? Haste and hope? 
Nope, mostly static, says the Lightning 


Protection Institute of Chicago. You are 
in an exposed, elevated spot just before a 
thunderstorm, a situation that figures in 
a fourth of ligntning's 2,500 annual 
deaths and injuries. 


That's a surge of electrical ions, not of 


anticipation, reaching upward through 
your hair. You may be getting groomed 
for a lightning visitation. 


I've always been fascinated at the 


number of people who continue to play 
through whea the bad weather moves in. 
You've seen them as you drive around 
the area oa a ralay weekend. They're 
determined to march up the fairway and 
finish their game despite the weather. 


What should you do when the bad 


weather hits and you're out on the golf 
course? I don't think many people really 
know so I let the Lightning Protection 
Institute answer some questions. 


It's clip and save time because if you 


clip this column (and read it carefully) it 
might save your life some day on the 
golf course. 


There is obviously no disgrace in re- 


treat. Best get off the tee, the Institute 
advises. After all, history records the Ol- 
ympians, presumably including the ath- 
letes, "cowering" before the thunderbolts 
of a wrathful Zeus. There is more wis- 
dom than indignity in a brisk saunter to 
shelter. 


Poised with club upraised, you are a 


tempting target; lightning may accept 
your challenge. Fortunately, it signals its 
intentions with a tingling sensation, as if 
your hair is standing on end. 


What may seem to be shelter against 


lightning may be treachery: 


• Avoid a lone, unprotected tree; light- 


ning destroys more trees than any other 
single loss cause. 


• Stay away from an unprotected rain 


shelter; you borrow vulnerability to 
lightning from its inviting bulk. 


• Shun poles, towers, metal fences, 


and the like. 


• Water conducts electricity; avoid 


lakes and ponds. 


The forces that breed lightning hold no 


special brief against golf. But a golf 
course is a wide-open, exposed target, 
into which nature hurls a statistically av- 
erage quota of about 10 thunderbolts per 
100 acres per year. And, the typical 
course lays before these thunderbolts an 
abnormal supply of common lightning 
casualty sites like those described. 


Storm turbulence separates ever-pre- 


sent electricity into positively charged 
ground masses and negatively charged 
cloud cells. 


The ground charge will use as a hap- 


less ladder upward any conducting object 
— tree, house, pole, you — which hap- 
pens to be the prominent object in the 
right place at the right time. Unless pro- 
tected by a metallic easy path that lures 
lightning past it, the object will catch all 
or most of the electrical blow. 


As you beat your retreat from light- 


ning's lethal potential, you have a choice 
of shelters, In descending order of safe- 
ty: 


• Safest place Is the clubhouse, if like 


many these days, It has an up-to-date 
lightning protection system. 


• Next safest place is a golf course 


shelter building which has a proper 
lightning protection system. 


• A cloeed automobile provides a pro- 


tective metal shell, which grounds at the 
wheels. 


• A large, unprotected building offers 


a degree of safety if you stay away from 
plumbing, wiring, appllancea, the fire- 
place, and metal objects.

be in contention in the finals. Wright was 
second with 4:17.7 and Barnett third with 
4:48.5 behind a 4:15.6 by Gary Mendehr 
of Antioch, the second-best time in the 
state thus far. 


Barnett is a returnee, having qualified 


for the finals with an identical 4:18.5 last 
year before finishing llth. 


In the two-mile Phalen owns one of the 


top times with 9:18.6 at Prospect last 
Friday ahead of 9:23.5 by Fremd's Mark 
Nugent. 


But the boy to watch in both of these 


distance races will be Craig Virgin of 
Lebanon. He owns the top times in both 
with 4:15.5 in the mile and an astonishing 
8:55.1 in the two-mile. 


Schumann has been coming on very 


fast in the half-mile with his best time of 
1:55.4 last week, but that has been 
topped by nine other runners in the state. 
However, this should be a closely-bun- 
ched field and Schumann may have a 
shot at placing in the finals. 


Another double threat could be Jim 


Hanlon of Glenbard East in the hurdles. 
He is one of several boys who has run 
:14.2 in the 120-yard highs (:14.1 is the 
best so far) and also is :0.1 off the best 
180 lows time of :19.3.

table force, has one persistent trait: It 
always takes the easiest path in the im- 
mediate vicinity. 


Don't fool around when the storm hits. 


No golf game is that important. 


Let the lightning play through, 


IT'S VIRTUALLY CONCEDED that 


unless sprinter Howard Jones pulls a 
muscle, gets sick, or just decides not to 
show up in Charleston this weekend for 
the state track and field finals, Evanston 
will win its third straight- state cham- 
pionship. 


Jones obviously is the key. He should 


win the 100 and 220 yard dashes and an- 
chor the Wildkit 880 yard relay team to 
victory. That's 18 points right there and 
it certainly looks like Evanston can find 
a few more along the way. 


However, little things can win or lose a 


state track meet, and one year Evanston 
went into the state meet a 30-point favor-1 
ite and only scored three. 


There are more heartaches at the state 


than anywhere. They come in the wake 
of a dropped baton, a spill over the hur- 
dles, a disqualification, a pulled leg 
muscle, any one of a number of things 
which can ruin a kid and his team at the 
flnalit. 


There are compensating factors too. 


Some performers never reach peak until 
they compete under the pressure of the 
state, and do far better than expected. 
Others can take foul weather conditions 
better than some of the highly-rated 
stars. 


I can remember when a "little thing" 


decided a state meet and gave Moline 
High School its only state championship 
in history. It went practically unnoticed 
in Friday's prelims, but it meant all the 
difference Saturday. 


Moline had a fine mile relay team that 


year and was easily winning its quali- 
fying heat in the Friday session. Appar- 
ent disaster struck when its No. 3 man, 
Ken Carlson, dropped the stick. Then an- 
chorman Henry Ritchie ran a terrific fi- 
nal lap to qualify his team in the last 
allowable spot, sixth place. 


Moline won the mite relay event the 


next day and this gave it just enough 
points to nose out Alton, 21-18. 


The big break was that Carlson man- 


aged to outscramble his teammate, 
Ritchie, for the baton. Both reached for 
ft on the ground. The rules read the bat- 
on must be handed to the next man. If 
anchorman Ritchie had picked it up, dis- 
qualification would have resulted. 


Afterward Moline coach Gene 'Shipley 


admitted neither Carlson or Ritchie was 
aware of the rule. "We were just plain 
lucky Carlson got to the baton first," he 
said. 


Little things. They do happen and quite 


frequently in the pressure of a state 
meet. 


There could be some surprises today 


and tomorrow at the state track final, 
but Evanston still appears too strong for 
the rest of the field. 


It will take several "little things",to 


dethrone the powerful Wildkfts.

It's Pool Cleaning Time 


The very first harvest of the year is 


always radishes, or green onions, or 
both. And my, how good these two vege- 
tables taste, fresh from the garden, just 
washed and popped into your mouth. 


Green onions are usually planted from 


sets, poked into the .soil as soon as de- 
parting frost permits poking. They also 
may be grown from seeds for a slightly 
later crop.

; 


Radishes should be sown thinly,, in 


short rows, so that you do not have too 
large a harvest at one time. Repeat sow- 
ings every 2 weeks until .weather warms. 
Start again in early fall for a very late 
harvest. 


Suppose you do grow too many radish- 


es to use as a relish or cut up in salad? 
Try other ways to prepare them for eat- 
ing. When peeled and boiled in little wa- 
ter just long enough to be tender, they 
taste like young, mild, white turnips. 


Serve with cream sauce or/salt, pepper 
and'melted butter.

Young leaves of radishes can be used; 


in salads or boiled and served as a green 
vegetable. .But, be sure to pick them 
when young.

Green onions also have other uses than

Swimming pool owners are now getting 


ready for the first big splash of the year 
and those who have invested in a pool 
heater or enclosure may already be in 
the water! 


For those just beginning to think of the 


pool, however, the National Swimming 
Pool Institute says that "opening a pool" 
is easy if a few simple rules are follow- 
ed. 


1. Remove the protective winter cover. 


If water has been left in the pool, drain it 
or vacuum and remove the debris. 
(There is probably no need to drain a 
pool if it is only two or three years old. 
Vinyl-liner pools should not be drained.) 


2. Concrete pools which need repaint- 


ing or repairing must be emptied of wa- 
ter. If this is the case, first drain the 
pool but be careful to scrub the walls as 
the water level drops. This will prevent 
the formation of a "bathtub ring" in the 
pool. A word of warning: underground 
water pressure may push an empty pool 
upward. To avoid this, pool builders in- 
stall hydrostatic relief valves which al- 
low ground water to enter the pool and 
relieve any pressure. If there is any 
question, contact a professional pool ser- 
vice company or builder, who will be 
able to make recommendations. 


3. Repair cracks and paint as neces-

4. Examine exposed valves, controls, 


and pipes for obvious deterioration and 
for leakage when the water is turned on. 
Minor seepage from exposed valves and 
joints probably will stop when dried 
packing and gaskets absorb water. A 
turn of a wrench may be needed to stop 
seepage. But if major leaks occur, you 
may want to call in a professional pool 
service company. 


5. Check pool heaters before relighting. 


A simple cleaning job, removing scale 
buildup on heater tubes, may prevent a 
burnout later. Inspection of the heater 
vent pipe may disclose leaves or an un- 
expected bird's nest. 


6. After a pool has been filled, you are 


ready to start up the filter operation. Be 
sure to prime the pump by first filling 
the lint strainer. When pump is started, 
if it does not pump water immediately, 
turn off the motor, remove, the cover 
from the pipe and inspect the impeller. If 
the impeller is clogged with debris, clean 
it thoroughly before replacing cover. A 
noisy pump operation may also indicate 
worn bearings. A pool builder or service 
company can replace them. Follow all 
other steps as outlined by the filter man- 
ufacturer to put the equipment into use. 


7. Hand test all ladders and grab rails 


to be sure they are still firmly anchored. 
Diving board reflnishing should be done 
before relnstallation. 
: 


8. Be sure the power is off and then 


check all electrical connections for ex- 
posed wires* cracked insulation, ground- 
ing, water tightness and other obvious 
hazards. Have any deficiencies corrected 
immediately.. If you have underwater 
lights, haye an electrician check the deck 
box above the underwater light for water 
and to be certain that the light is still 
securely grounded. 


9. If the pool was drained for mainte- 


nance, it is now ready to be filled and 
provide summer fun in the sun — and in 
the evening, too, if you have lights and 
water heater with your pool. Again, to 
avoid "bathtub ring," fill the pool to 
overflowing, then drain off the excess. ' 


10. You are how ready to add the 


chemicals. Be sure to check your chlo- 
rine residual and pH level'often with a 
good test kit. These kits are available 
from your professional pool scpply deal- 
er. An excellent booklet designed for the 
pool owner entitled "Residential Pool 
Care Guide" is available at $1.00 per 
copy from the National Swimming Pool 
Institute, 2000 K Street, N.W., Washing- 
ton, D.C. 20006. 


11. One last piece of advice. If you are 


not a do-it-yourselfer, call a 'professional 
pool service firm. Most such firms 
charge a reasonable flat rate for a. thor- 
ough inspection and add only the cost of 
replacing the equipment necessary.

—In late May, transplant the begonias 


to a shady or semi-shady spot in your 
garden. Do not put the plants in direct 
sun. Tuberous begonias do not perform 
well under sunny conditions, Carbonneau 
cautions. 


—Tuberous begonias need a soil high in 


organic matter. Use plenty of peat moss. 


—Dig up the plants before frost in the 


fall. Store the tubers in dry sand or peat 
moss in a cool room (about SO degrees to 
60 degrees F.).

Covered Walk 
Cuts Tracking 


If rain, wind and wet footprints came 


into your house each time the door 
opened last winter, do something to cor- 
rect the situation in the good-weather 
months ahead. 


Most helpful is a covered walkway that 


keeps both head and feet dry while trav- 
eling from the street to the door. It also 
offers considerable protection to en- 
trance areas. 


li's often possible to extend the garage 


roof or the house roof to shelter a walk, 
relocating the walk, if necessary, to take 
advantage of the protection. 


A post-and-beam or trellis style struc- 


ture can be tied into existing roof eaves, 
then topped with 1x6 or 1x8 inch boards 
laid in a board-on-board pattern. Tongue- 
and-groove siding also could be used for 
the roofing. In either case, the trellis ex- 
tension should be slanted slightly to facil- 
itate rain runoff. 


Western red cedar, Douglas fir and 


white fir lumber are recommended for 
structures exposed to weather. 
Cap A Fence 


To give any fence pattern a crisp, fin- 


ished appearance, add a cap board, a 2x4 
or 2x6 laid flat over the top ends of the 
fence boards. 


If you're considering planting trees 


this spring, consider that ice and wind 
storms may cause damage this year to 
mature shade trees amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars, according to the Orna- 
mental Growers Association of Northern 
Illinois, 


Much of this damage can be prevented, 


of course, by proper maintenance of the 
trees, especially through a good pruning 
program and proper fertilizing, but in 
addition, says the O.G.A., you can min- 
imize the problem by maing a selection 
of a "strong" tree variety in the first 
place. 


And don't make the mistake of think- 


ing you can avoid the problem by mov- 
ing to a new home by tiie time your 
shade trees are mature. Certain vari- 


eties, willow, for example, are such fast 
growers that they'll develop problems in 


• just a few short seasons. 


Sonje trees, such as silver maple, are 


particularly susceptible to storm dam- 
age. Soft in the crotches and weak of 
limb, any good storm may be sufficient 
to send whole sections crashing. 


Box elder, a very common native tree 


found in many of the residential areas of 
Northern Illinois, is worse. It falls apart 
at the slightest provocation, and is al- 
most never recommended for home- 
owner use. 


Hard maple varieties withstand storms 


well, as does beech and pin oak. Ask pro- 
fessional advice, says the O.G.A., if you 
are in doubt about the strength and char- 
acter of the trees you're considering this 
spring.

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Flowering Annuals Add 
Brightness And Color 


Uncle John McLaren, the dour and 


gruff old Scot who transformed miles of 
shifting sand dunes into San Francisco's 
verdant Golden Gate Park, was probably 
the greatest tree seed planter since John- 
ny Appleseed. Uncle John disliked re- 
porters as much as he loved trees. When 
1 drew an assignment to do a story about 
his tree-growing feats, he greeted me 
with a fishy eye — until I mentioned cas- 
ually that I was nursing some little pine 
seedlings in our vegetable garden, Then I 
could see him melting. 


"Hop in the car," he said. "Let's go 


visit some trees." 


Uncle John was then "a young man," 


as he put it, just turned eighty. He said 
that no one was old as long as he planted 
tree seeds. H§ was still young in spirit 
and growing little trees at ninety-seven 
when he departed for the Eternal Forest. 


Ever since that first encounter with 


John McLaren, I've had some infant 
trees sprouting among the vegetables 
Some of my earliest pines are now sev- 
enty feet tall and one has a trunk two 
feet in diameter. All that growth in half 
a lifetime! A live oak that 1 started as an 
acorn has a two foot trunk and is almost 
as tall as Its close neighbor, a slow-grow- 
ing Blue Oak that was a sapling when 
Columbus sailed the ocean blue, so tree 
men tell me. 


"That's one acorn I didn't plant," I ad- 


mit to inquirers. "Some ancient bluejay 
or squirrel planted it and I'm just custo- 
dian of the big oak for a few years." 


The birds, who are pirates In the fami- 


ly orchard, are my collaborators in the 
tree^growing game. They've dropped 
seeds of exotic trees, such as Chinese 
plstaches, jacarandas. sycamore (not to 
mention poison oak.) But if I plant a bed 
of seedling pines or cedars or redwoods, 
the little stinkers consider it a salad 
bowl. The pines I've reared cast hun- 
dreds of seeds every year but only one in 
a thousand survives to make a tree. 
Birds or field mice nip off the few seed- 
lings that push up. Fungus damps off the 
few that do escape these enemies. So I 
have to pull on my ecology hat and help 
Mature make trees. 
Trellis Accent 


Take pines or cedars or redwoods or 


almost any conifer The first step in tree- 
making is to gather the cones in a heavy 
paper bag and leave it in the warming 
oven overnight. To the cones the warm 
oven is a hot summer day. Como morn- 
ing, they've opened up and their seeds 
have popped out into the bag. Next 
comes the cold treatment in the freezer 
compartment of the refrigerator for a 
few hours. When the seeds emerge to 
room 
temperature, 
they sense that 


Spring has come and they're rearing to 
germinate 


Okay, I scatter-plant them in the vege- 


table garden, rake the soil, spread 
ground leaves or peat moss over the seed 
bed. Their radar tells them it's time to 
push down a root and push up a stem, 
doomed to become a delicious bird or 
mouse salad unless I cover the seed bed 
with fine mesh wire netting. The odds 
are still against them. Most of them will 
damp off, victims of fungus, unless I 
douse the seed bed twice a week with 
Phaltan garden fungicide 
But once 


through infancy and two inches tall, their 
stems toughen into micro-trunks which 
shoot up a foot or more during the first 
summer. They're ready for adolescence 
in gallon cans while I find homes for 
them. A few years later a neighbor lam- 
ents, "That cute little tree you gave me 
is pushing the house around." 


A few years back a friend brought me 


a frail little six inch redwood in a small 
pot. 


"Let's see you make a tree of this 


baby," he challenged 


"Okay," I agreed. "Drop by in five 


years." 


The fragile midget quickly outgrew 


first a large pot, then a big planter I 
transplanted it in a hole by the toolshed, 
leaving a basin into which I could run a 
lot of water every few days. It shot sky- 
ward and even grew a satellite trunk. In 
five years the sapling was thirty feet tail 
and adding more height to its crown an- 
nually. 


"There's your tree," I told my challen- 


ger. "Next time bring me a seed." 


To keep your garden bright and color- 


ful after spring bulbs and shrubs have 
come and gone, add flowering annual 
plants, says M C. Carbonneau, Univer- 
sity of Illinois Extension floriculturist. 


Common, easy-to-grow annuals are pe- 


tunias, snapdragons, zinnias, marigolds, 
sweet alyssum, sal via, and celosia, Car- 
bonneau says. Good selections of started 
plants are available at greenhouses, re- 
tail nurseries, supermarkets and garden 
centers. 


You can buy flowering annuals in 


small _ flats that contain 2 or 3 dozen 
plants or in "market paks'" that contain 
6, 8 or 12 plants The small market paks 
are most convenient because you can 
keep the plants in the container for a few 
days if you can't plant immediately 


Many supply centers sell hybrid pe- 


tunias and large ruffled or double pe- 
tunias in peat pots that can be planted 
pot and all. 


Select plants that have dark green col- 


or from soil line to the top of the plant 
Plants that are yellow may be under- 


fertilized or overwatered and are not 
good buys, Carbonneau says 


But snapdragons and petunias that 


have been "pinched" to produce several 
breaks or stems per plant This practice 
results in a better-looking plant that 
yields an abundance of flowers during 
the summer 


Good soil drainage is essential for good 


annual growth Mix two or three inches 
of peat moss, manure or compost with 


\ the soil to improve drainage. 


Fertilizer is important, too While pre- 


paring the bed for planting, use two to 
three pounds of 4-12-4, 10-6-4 or fertilizer 
with similar analysis per 100 square feet 
of bed area Be sure to water the garden 
thoroughly after planting 


Applying about three inches of mulch 


such as peat moss, crushed corncobs or 
shredded bark will help control weeds 
and 
conserve 
moisture, 
Carbonneau 


adds Bui be sure the bed is weed-free 
before you apply mulching materials If 
you mulch, be sure to fertilize plantings 
during July and August

Pixie produce medium-size tomatoes, all 
on dwarf plants, Courier says.

Northern Illinois, is a fool proof way to 
plant a tree. 


In its new four-color Planting Guide 


for Northern Illinois, which is available 
in leading book stores, the O.G.A. cuts 
through all the misinformation and my- 
thology you've heard since childhood 
about tree planting, and gives you a sure 
fire technique for getting balled as well 
as bare root plants safely into the 
ground this spring. 


The key to its formula, says the 


O.G.A.. is that there's something more 
central to planting trees than good soil, 
peat moss, or water. That something is 
drainage. Only a few varieties, such as 
willow, will tolerate poor drainage in the 
months after planting. 


Without a common sense consideration 


for well drained soil ar'und the new tree, 
an otherwise well-planted specimen can 
die from drowning root systems — even 
when not overwatered. 


The planting pit for balled plants 


should be dug nine to twelve inches 
wider than the diameter of the ball of the 
plant. If the soil is good, the depth of the 
hole should be the same as the depth of 
the balled plant, plus one inch. 


If you use peat moss — and this is less 


important than good drainage to the suc- 
cess of the planting — mix it svith guod 
top soil at a ratio of one part peat to 
three parts of soil. 


You can forget the drainage question 


in good soil, because nature does an ex- 
cellent job of moving water through 
healthy top soil with an organic content. 
Provided you are not planting in a gully, 
nature has already engineered your 
drainage plan for you. 


In clay soil, however, you will need to 


be a little more skilled in constructing 
your planting pit. Clay soil, incidentally, 
is very common around new homes 
where the native top soil has been 
stripped off and sold, and where common 
excavation material has been used to 
make a new grade. 


In such a condition, the method recom- 


mended by the O.G.A. for achieving good 
drainage is to auger a hole three to four 
feet directly beneath the ball of the 
plant, in the center of the planting pit. 
Then fill the hole with washed gravel and 
set the plant astride the drainage chan- 
nel before backfilling around the plant 
with top soil. 


Using this technique, you eliminate the 


creation of a clay "pot" in which 
water 


collects to drown the roots. 


After filling around the new plan', 


saturate the hole with water till the soil 
has settled and the ball is set throughout. 
Fill, if necessary, to grade level, and 
form a soil saucer — with the rim of the 
saucer on the outer edge of the hole. 


Bare root plants should bt installed 


similarly «=• taking care to spread the 
roots La a loose and natural position be- 
fore back-filling.

Can Last For Days 


According to the rose firm of Jackson 


& Perkins, roses, are one instance where 
"getting into hot water" is a benefit 
J&P offers a few simple rules for extend- 
ing the life of your cut coses by several 
clays and for arranging them. 


Roses will keep best if they are cut in 


the late afternoon or very early morning, 
when their sugar content is highest 


Cut your roses on an angle with a 


sharp knife or pruning shears, just when 
the outside petals first start to unfold 


Place them immediately in warm wa- 


ter, (deep enough to cover 2/3 of stem) 
preferably 
with a floral preservative 


added. 


"Condition" or "harden" them by leav- 


ing in a cool dark place without drafts, 
for 3 to 4 hours — or even overnight. If 
you can put them in the refrigerator for 
this "conditioning" so much the better. 


Befoie arranging, remove the leaves 


which will b« below water level in the 
vase. 


Use a floral preservative in the vase 


water -= display them away from drafts 
and add fresh water every day. Roses 
are thirsty flowers. 


WHEN THE blooms start to wilt, they 


can be revived Cut them again, on an 
angle, and place them in hot water — as 
hot as your hand can tolerate. 


You don't have to be an expert to 


make creative arrangements from your 
cut roses A simple yet effective arrange- 
ment can be made by cutting the roses 
evenly, placing them in a tall vase and 
letting them fan naturally. 


More dramatic arrangements are pos- 


sible by using combinations of colors, 
other flowers and foliage. When com- 
bining roses of different colors it is best 
to use ones that harmonize and blend 
rather than ones* that contrast sharply. 
Don't crowd the container, place the 
darker flowers and more open buds to- 
ward the bottom. 


Another point to remember when mid- 


summer nears is that florist roses are 
less expensive in July than at any other 
time of the year. During this period it 
may be practical to supplement your 
own roses with florist varieties.

Bureau Offers Pool Buying Tips 


• In some localities, fencing around 


the pool is required. It is a wise safety 
measure, in any event. Local zoning, 
building, and health regulations should 
be looked into, as they apply to swim- 
ming pools. The company you buy the 
pool from should know what is needed to 
meet the necessary requirements. 


• If a firm gives you an overall price 


for the pool, completely installed, in- 
cluding credit — hold it! Before you 
agree to credit terms, see what you can 
do elsewhere 


• You should have a contract that pro- 


tects you. It should include every item of 
expense for materials and labor, in- 
cluding optional equipment; when the 
work will start and when it will be fin- 
ished; the total cost and financing ar- 
rangements, if any, and the materials 
used — their grade and name, weight, 
color, size, style, and cost. 


• Your contract should specify if the 


relocation of electrical, water or gas 
lines might be necessary, and whether 
you or the pool company is to bear the 
cost. 


• Your guarantee should be clear and 


specific as to its meaning and the action 
to be taken — who Will be responsible in 
case problems arise later: the manufac- 
turer, dealer, distributor, installer, con- 
tractor, or several of them? The guaran- 
tee should tell how the guarantor will re- 
pair or replace the product, what fea- 
tures of the pool are excluded from the 
guarantee, and what parts are covered 
and for how long. 


• Look into insurance coverage for 


your pool. Sometimes the personal liabil- 
ity clause in your homeowners policy 
covers pool mishaps. You can raise the 
amount by an endorsement or a separate 
policy 


• Never agree to sign a document stat- 


ing the work is finished unless it is. A 
minority of dishonest builders can leave 
you with a partially finshed pool. 


Finally, beware of unethical pool com- 


panies that use the old "bait and switch" 
game. Be suspicious of the advertise- 
ment of an unusually low-priced pool that 
only gives a phone number. 


This ad is generally designed to get the 


salesman into your home. He will prob- 
ably look the family over, compliment 


your children, and "see immediately that 
what you need is a bigger pool than the 
one shown in the ad." 


He'll show you a picture of the com- 


pany's "deluxe model," which he says is 
really your style. The pool, of course, 
costs $1,500 or more, considerably more 
than the $595 model advertised in the ad. 
If you fall for this line, you may be buy- 
ing something you could really get for 
about $700' 
' 


In the past, "bait and switch" tech- 


niques have been used mainly in low in- 
come areas. Now it is being directed to 
middle and upper class customers. 


If you're in the market for a backyard 


swimming pool, check on the reputation 
of the company you are thinking of doing 
business with by calling the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau. 


You might also want to ask the firm 


for the names of previous buyers of the 
pool you prefer so that you can ask them 
about their experiences. A reputable 
company should be willing and able to 
give you the names of satisfied custom- 
ers. 


Take extra caution because many 


quick buck operators have infiltrated this 
booming business. Also concerned about 
this invasion is the National Swimming 
Pool Institute (NSPI), which represents 
1,500 members pledged to a rigid code of 
ethics. 


Most pool firms are honest. Those who 


are {not will only bring you worry, ex- 
pense and disappointment The following 
information will help you avoid some of 
the pitfalls involved in buying your back- 
yard swimming pool: 


• There are three classifications of 


pools: in-ground models which are con- 
crete or vinyl lined; Above-ground pools 
usually vinyl lined over aluminum or 
steel with a wood decking, and On- 
ground models, which are basically the 
same as above-ground except with an op- 
tional "hooper" for diving, dug into the 
ground at one end. 


• In-ground pools are likely to raise 


your real estate tax, as a permanent im- 
provement to your property. Above- 
ground pools are not taxed, as a rule. 


• Above-ground pools cost from $200 to 


$1,500 and are usually sold as "pack- 
ages" with filter. Prefabricated 
in- 


ground pools are particularly popular. 


They range in cost from $3,000 to $5,000 
and up, depending on the type of con- 
struction and extras. 


• If you are buying an in-ground pool, 


don't forget, in figuring the cost, to allow 
for necessary landscaping, patio "furni- 
ture, etc. You may be able to afford a 
S0x30-foot pool, but not all the extras that

WASHINGTON (UPI) - As President 


Nixon conferred with Soviet leaders in 
Moscow this week, there were reports 
that the Kremlin was undergoing another 
power struggle.

Shetest, Communist party boss in the Uk- 
raine, was interpreted by analysts here 
as a move by party leader Leonid I, 
Brezhnev to thwart a challenge by oppo- 
nents in the Politburo. 


While American experts on Soviet af- 


fairs pondered these machinations, we 
may assume that Soviet experts on 
American affairs were busily assessing 
the power struggle going on in the White 
House. 


Few details are known, but when John 


B. Connally resigned as secretary of the 
Treasury, speculation that he would be 
Nixon's 1972 running mate intensified. 


Then the "dump Agnew" rumor was 


abruptly 
dismissed by the rumored 


dumpee.

RETURNING from a trip to Vietnam, 


the Vice President took a firm stand 
against being supplanted by Connally. He 
told reporters all that talk about Nixon 
tapping the Texas Democrat for the Re- 
publican vice presidential nomination 
was "totally unrealistic." 


But the important thing is: Did he also 


tell that to Nixon? 


Another unanswered question is: Why 


would Connally have resigned from the 
Cabinet except in the expectation of be- 
coming Vice President? There are sev- 
eral theories about this. 


One theory is that Connally resigned as 


a result of a misunderstanding. 


In praising Connally's service in the 


Treasury, Nixon may have said, "You're 
the kind of man I want to keep." But 
Connally may have thought he said, 
"You're the kind of man I want for 
veep."

Status Queried 


Homeowners in the Sheffield Town de- 


velopment in Schaumburg may or may 
not be taxpayers and voters in the Hoff- 
man Estates Park District, but no one 
seems to be certain. 


The confusion developed recently be- 


cause the homeowners in the Levitt and 
Sons townhous«s on Golf Road near Bar- 
rington Road received their first tax bills 
showing a levy for the Hoffman Estates 
Park District. 


Nearly 300 units are occupied in that 


area and at least one member of the 
homeowners association's board of direc- 
tors doubts whether 10 per cent of the 
residents know they are in the park dis- 
trict and have a vote in the district's up- 
coming $i,i million park improvement 
referendum. 


"1 would be shocked if 30 people knew 


about this situation," said Jeffery Kustal 
of the homeowners board. 


Park District Dir. Al Binder said yes- 


terday he had been told by the district's 
attorney the area is not within the park 
district and an error in the county asses- 
sor's office is the reason for the tax levy 
in that area. 


But Don .Rose, the attorney, is having 


second thoughts about the opinion h« 
gave Binder. 


"If the park district is on their tax bill 


that is a pretty good indication that they 
are in the district/1 Rose said. He stated 
he intends to make a further in- 
v&ttfgatiod into the matter, 


Scott MacBachron, Schaumburg Town- 


ship assessor, said apparently that land 
has been within the park district for 
many years. 


"Chances are that are is within the 


park district and the residents have the 
right (o vote in the referendum," he said. 


MacEachron explained information on 


boundaries is supplied to the county 
clerks office by representatives of the 
taxing bodies, 


"The farmers in the area have prob- 


ably been paying taxes on the land for 
years without questioning the bound- 
aries," he said. 


The assessor said the situation is not

Faculty Unit 
Turns Down 5 
Proposals 


The Wheeling Faculty Council turned 


down five of seven counter-proposals by 
the Dist. 21 Board of Education in the 
10th negotiating meeting between the 
two. 


The council agreed to keep the current 


sabbatical leave clause and tentatively 
accepted a revised payroll deduction 
plan. 


However, the five major points in the 


financial package of the contract — sala- 
ry, insurance, leave of absence, tuition 
reimbursement and professional com- 
pensation and related provisions — were 
voted down. 


The council is asking for an 11 per cent 


pay increase and the board offered to 
give them a 3 per cent increase. 


LARRY HALTER, a spokesman for 


the council and the Illinois Education As- 
sociation (1EA), called the board's count- 
er-proposal "a rediculous joke." Halter 
said the teachers would get more if they 
kept the current contract. 


However, board spokesman John Bar- 


ger said that wan impossible since the 
board is offering an Increase in the total 
money package. The council now receiv- 
es $3,608,823 to divide how it sees fit 
among the teachers in the district. 


The board is raising that total income 


to $3,717,088, or 1106,205 more than last 
year. Barger re*emphasized, as in past 
meetings, that this is a total package and 
should not be confused with the salary 
increment of the teachers. 


Halter disagreed and added that this is 


less of an increment than the teachers 
would receive from the present contract, 
and began giving examples. 


BARGER REMINDED Halter the con- 


tract was no good after June 30, but if he 
wanted to keep it the same he was will- 
ing to sign the papers. Halter had no 
comment. 


For instance the board proposed it 


wotrid pay insurance premiums for each 
staff member in the maximum amount 
of $112 per year. They said staff mem* 
bers have the option of payroll deduc- 
tions applied to premiums for additional 
coverage, and remitted to not more than 
two preselected companies. 


Barger said he feels this proposal is.

1972-73 Budget 


Reduced property tax income forced 


Buffalo Grove village trustees to trim 
several thousand dollars from the 1972-73 
budget before approving it this week. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson said esti- 


mates of total property values were too 
high, reducing income from an expected 
9211,800 to 1175,500. The corporate tax 
revenue had been estimated at $140,000, 
but was cut to $117,000, and the police 
protection levy was reduced from $48,000 
to $34,700, making up a total $36,300 cut. 


Adding in the other state and local rev- 


enue funds, total income for the fiscal 
year is expected to be $659,800 instead of 
$687,100. 


To compensate in the budget, Larson 


cut the general fund expenses from 
$161,64? to $153,647. He reduced alloca- 
tions for the police and fire commission, 
printing and publications, special census, 
and police equipment. Larson said a po- 
lice eligibility test could be postponed for 
a year since there are eligible men on 
the present list. 


ALSO CUT WAS funding for Omm- 


House, from $8,000 to $6,000* A proposed 
revision or codification of village ordi- 
nances was removed from the budget. 
That was estimated at $6,800. 


A proposed general purpose car for use 


by the village manager and other village 
personnel was taken out of the depart- 
ment equipment fund. 


The police department budget was re- 


duced from $365,290 to $359,290 by trimm- 
ing the equipment allowance from $9,600' 
to $4,600. The motor'vehicle equipment 
allowance was also reduced by $2,000. 


The general fund total of $153,647 is 


higher than the total for 1971-72, which 
was $132,790. The new budget is also the 
largest in village history. 


Revenue for streets and bridges was 


reduced from $201,100 to $177,000, pri- 
marily due to the property tax cut from 
$48,000, which was expected, to the ac- 
tual income of $19,000. Larson said the 
loss was because of a Lake County offi- 
cial's decision that the same tax is al- 
ready being levied by Vernon Township, 
thus Buffalo Grove's revenue was re- 
duced. The decision means the levy for 
residents. of Vernon Township will be 
slightly less. 


STREET AND BRIDGE expenditures 


were cut from $200,540 to $176,540. 
*' 


Civil Defense revenue will be $7,900, 


and expenses are expected to be $6,600. 
Waterworks and sewerage is budgeted 
for $887,100, with an estimated revenue 
of $828,200. 


Larson described the entire budget as 


a "maintenance budget" designed to 
keep up with village growth by adding 
personnel. 


He said the only major new program is 


inspection and repair of one-third of the 
sanitary sewers, which will cost $40,000. 
Plans for a combination police cadet and 
animal control warden have also been in- 
cluded in the budget. 


Although the ^property tax estimates 


were lower this year, Larson.said some 
of the money may be regained next year. 
Proposed programs which have been cut 
this year, such as a full time sanitarian, 
may be instituted next year. 


The tax deficit was due 19 part to con- 


struction of apartments and con- 
dominiums not meeting expected com- 
pletion, plus non-payment of taxes by 
some residents, Larson said.

Runner To Speak 
At Bible Church 


Tony Ahlstrom, who with his brother 


ran 2,956 miles cross country last sum- 
mer, will be speaking at the Palatine 
Bible Church, 312 East Wood St., Sunday 
at 7 p.m. 


Tony, who is 22, and his brother, have 


been concerned for some time with the 
urgency of the environmental crisis. To 
stress the need for cities to ban phos- 
phates in detergents, the brothers ran 
from Chicago to Detroit, covering 270 
miles, Nov. 19-28, 1970. They carried a 
model ordinance already passed by Chi- 
cago. Their efforts prompted Detroit to 
pass a similar bill. 


Both brothers are students at Trinity 


College in Deerfield and neither had been 
members of a track or cross-country 
team prior to their "Save America" run. 
Their cross country run started on Me- 
morial Day, May 31, 1971 and ended on 
September 16th. Their total running days 
equaled 94. It took the two brothers a 
combined 8,814,840 running steps to cover 
the distance from Long Beach, Calif, to 
New York. 


During their odyssey they met over 


125 times with mayors, city managers, 
councilman, to discuss and consider 
enacting model pollution legislation. 
They were the focus of over 60 TV inter- 
views and over 90 radio interviews. The 
story was seen on TV on the Today Show 
and heard on radio on NBC Monitor 
News. At the completion of the run, the 
brothers addressed the congressional 
members of the House Committee on 
Public Works in Washington, D.C.

Hallerud said he would continue to 


serve the board as advisor-consultant 
through William Billings, park board 
president, and the staff through Person 
"in order to complete pending projects, 
effect a smooth transition of adminis- 
tration and maintain the district's up- 
ward climb for improved service." 


Charles Boyer, a park board commis- 


sioner, questioned Hallerud's contin- 
uation until Aug. 1 but the resignation 
was accepted unanimously. 


HALLERUD, WHO WAS accompanied 


by his wife Pat, gave no reason for his 
resignation but it is believed some park 
board commissioners had decided not to 
support his reappointment as director at 
last night's organizational meeting. 


His four-and-a-half years with the park 


district 'have been marred with prob- 
lems. Under his directorship the park 
district has been subject to much criti- 
cism by both residents and city officials. 


The problems reached a climax last 


September when Hallerud was charged 
with battery involving a 14-year-old boy 
and drunk driving. No verdict was re- 
turned on the battery charge but Halle- 
rud was placed under court supervision 
for a year. The drunk driving charge 
was dropped. 


In his letter of resignation Hallerud 


said, "I have been fortunate to work as 
the administrator of a growing, viable 
and progressive park district. Together 
with the dozen members of the park 
that made great accomplishments for 
park and recreation service.to this com- 
munity. To those board members, as 
well as the members of my staff that 
supported our efforts, please accept my 
sincere thanks and gratitude."

SchooLs Goal: 'Academic Freedom 


by JOANN VAN WYE 


"The utmost in academic freedom" — 


this is Gerald Giles' description of what 
Sacred Heart of Mary High School in 
Rolling Meadows has to offer its stu- 
dents. 


Giles, who was recently 
appointed 


principal of Sacred Heart effective July 
1, explained that while it seems para- 
doxical, the very fact that Sacred Heart 
is a religious-oriented school lends itself 
to more academic freedom. 


"Religion is an important aspect of so 


many'areas and here at Sacred Heart 
this aspect is integrated right into the 
curriculum," said Giles. Public schools 
often do not have as much liberty to ex- 
plore the religious aspects of subject, he 
said. 


"The freedom to explore this impor- 


tant aspect of human existence is a very 
liberating factor." 


Religious studies in the area Giles and 


Miss Louise Jacobs, newly named associ- 
ate principal also effective July 1, are 
focusing most of their Attention on as 
they plan for next year. 


SISTERS FROM THE Religious of the 


Sacred Heart of Mary, who founded and 


staffed the school since its opening in 
1961, wiU be leaving at the end of this 
school year. 
' 


"We will be deliberately having some 


sisters on the faculty next year/' said 
Giles. "Preferably the sisters will be 
from different orders." 


Giles and Miss Jacobs agreed they felt 


it was important to have sisters on the 
staff to serve as exemplars for the girls at 
Sacred Heart By staffing the school with 
sisters from different orders, they feel 
the sisters can serve as exemplars of di- 
verse interests and direction. 
/ 


At the present time Giles, Miss Jacobs, 


and the Rev. James E. Michaletz, super- - 
intendent of Sacred Heart, are inter- 
viewing teacher candidates. The exact 
number of new teachers there will be 
next year is still unknown but all of the 
current teaching sisters and approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of the lay faculty will 
be leaving. 


"Flexibility and a readiness to interact 


with teenage girls of today on' all issues 
on a personal level as well as strength in 
their academic field" are the quali- 
fications the three are looking for as they 
interview candidates, according to Giles. 


AS TO POSSIBLE curriculum changes, 


Miss Jacobs said, "W are in the process 
of reviewing the curriculum now. It is 
difficult at this point to say what direc- 
tion the curriculum will take. 


Flexibility'and an interdisciplinary ap- 


proach to subjects will definitely be re- 
tained in the cirri culum, according to 
Giles. He said he felt these two factors 
were important to develop responsible 
freedom in students, stimulate tfle facul- 
ty and show the interrelationship of vari- 
ous areas. 


Time is the major problem facing 


Giles and Miss Jacobs now. Both are 
currently employed at other schools but 
they are trying to spend as much time as 
possible at Sacred Heart talking to stu- 
dents, parents and faculty and just get- 
ting the general feel of the school before 
they actually assume their new positions 
officially on July 1.

Reveal $12,000 
In Wrong Fund 


Revenue totaling some $12,000 in real 


estate taxes levied by School Dist. 23 in 
1966 was apparently placed into the 
wrong fund. The mistake was revealed at 
Wednesday's budget hearing. 


The tax consisted of a $2 levy on every 


$10,000 of real estate on Dist. 23 residents 
which waa to be used to help finance the 
Kirk Center in Palatine for handicapped 
children. The money was not used for the 
center but instead placed into the district 
building fund. 


The levy was originally included in the 


board's 1968*69 fiscal budget under the 
then superintendent Louis Pansino, and 
business manager Eugene Kucharski. 
The tax was levied in accordance with 
two bills passed by the Illinois legislature 
requiring educational training for men- 
tally handicapped children and construc- 
tion of educational facilities. 


The revenue for the center was to be 


paid to the Northwest Suburban Special 
Education Organization (NSSEO) but in- 
stead was used for the building fund. Ten 
schools districts including Dist. 23 are 
working under NSSEO auspices in build- 
ing and financing special education facil- 
ities authorized by the two legislative 
bills.

A Cumberland Parkway Lament 
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Weller Creek Project Hurt 
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Our Backyards: Residents 


Residents along Cumberland Parkway 


in DCS Plaines say about four feet of 
their backyards have washed away into 
Weller Creek since the state completed a 
|2 million flood control project there last 
year. 


Mrs. Michael Wall, 326 Cumberland 


Pkwy., president of the Cumberland Ter- 
race Civic Association, told the Herald 
yesterday the state improved the creek 
behind homes along Cumberland Park- 
way because of a constant flooding prob- 
lem which broke basement windows and 
doors. 


"They widened and dredged the creek 


but they didn't do anything to keep the 
creek from washing away the bed when 
it rains. We've lost three or four feet of 
backyard since last spring," said Mrs. 
Wall. 


SHE SAID the homeowners group met 


with Aid. Daniel Kissingler (4th) and 
Morgan O'Brien (4th) Tuesday .night in 
order to see what the city can do about 
the problem. Maintenance of the creek, 
once the state project was completed, 
was turned over to the city. 


City officials have said the city may 


put in concrete reinforcements along the 
side of the creeks, accroding to Mrs. 
Wall, 


Commissioner of Public Works, Joseph 


Schwab, said that concrete from the 
city's, sidewalk program would be used to 
reinforce the creek bed. The concrete 
would cost the city nothing since it 
would be torn up from sidewalks being 
replaced. 


Schwab said the costs to the city would 


be incurred in salaries and possibly rent- 
ed equipment 


"The work is going to require almost 


all manual labor because of the difficulty 
in getting machinery through the back* 
yards," Schwab said. 


He said most of the work would start 


in two weeks after their summer help 
begins working. He added that he hasn't 
been in contact with the state yet about 
helping to share the costs. 


Murray Pipkin, engineering bureau 


chief for the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways, said that he wasn't aware that any 
problem existed In that area. State offi- 
cials didn't feel during the construction 
project that the curve was sharp enough 
to warrant reinforcing, according to Pip- 
kin. 


HE SAID the creek bed was reinforced 


at points where there are sharp curves 
because of the erosion problem and 
added that the state plans to remedy oth- 
er areas along the bed where erosion oc- 
curred. He said the state couldn't act on 
the erosion along Cumberland Parkway 
until the situation is investigated by state 
engineers. 


The Weller Creek improvement pro- 


gram began in September of 1968 and the 


Des Plaines phase was finished last 
spring. The project is continuing in 
Mount Prospect where it has stirred up a 
controversy among some homeowners 
there.. 


The homeowners there have been re- 


luctant to grant easements to the state 
for construction because they fear trees 
along the creek will be removed. State 
officials have assured the residents this 
won't happen.

Planners Urge Rejection 
Of Zoning To Aid High-Rises 


The Des Plaines Plan Commission has 


r e c o m m e n d e d rejection of zoning 
. changes proposed by the city council to 
encourage construction of more high-rise 
apartment buildings in the downtown 
area, according to a report made public 
yesterday. 


The five-member commission voted 


unanimously Tuesday against the pro- 
posed amendment to the city's zoning or- 
dinance because members felt the 
changes may be unfair and could dis- 
courage near-downtown development. 


The commission also accused the coun- 


cil of legislating by "trail and error" be- 
cause the four-year-old section of the 
city's ordinance that the council is seek- 
ing; to amend had backfired. This encour- 
aged construction of smaller apartment 
buildings. 


Recommendations from the plan com- 


mission and from the Des Plaines Zoning 
Board of Appeals, expected to meet next 
week, will be presented to the council 
June 5. The council then is expected to 
either vote on the amendment or author: 
ize further study. 


THE ZONING BOARD, at, a public 


hearing May 9,.had made only small 
changes in the amendment, deferring its 
final recommendation until a hearing 
was held by the plan commission, which 
examines proposed changes to see if they 
will be consistent with orderly city devel- 
opment.

The amendment, a proposed revision 


of the city's R-5 residential housing zone 
surrounding the downtown area, was sug- 


gested early this year by planning con- 
sultant Rolf C. Campbell and Associates. 


The plan, drawn at city council 


request, would make construction of 
small apartment buildings more 'ex- 
pensive and reward builders who agree 
to provide more open space, hidden park- 
ing and "design excellence" with bo- 
nuses of more apartments per lot than 
are now allowed. 


About 50 three-story apartment build- 


ings, but none taller, have been con- 
structed since the R-5 zoning was created 
four years ago, according to city offi- 
cials. Seyeral multi-story downtown area 
condominiums are not catted in the to-

"Des Plaines will continue to grow at 


an accelerated rate, both economically 
and in terms of land utilization," says 
Rolf C. Campbell and Associates, plan-

"Thus the past simply becomes pro- 


logue to the future. Based on the pattern 
of the past, the future of Des Plaines 
offers exciting prospects indeed. Growth 
is inevitable. Good growth is desirable 
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That growth has been steady, some- 


times phenomenal, in the decades since 
1900 when .the U. S. Census showed a to- 
tal of 1,666 persons in Des" Plaines. In the 
10 .years after that, population increased 
70 per cent. Between 1910 and 1920 the 
increase was 40.1 per cent; from 1930 to 


1940 it was 154 per cent and in the 1940s, 
the city's population grew another 70 per 
cent to a 1950 level of just under 15,000. 


BY i960, Des Plaines had gained al- 


most another 20,000' residents and the 
population stood at 34,886. The official 
1970 census figure was 57,239, although 
the planners indicate that figure was

By 1990, the planners say, that popu-

The council, in March, 1971, imposed a 


downtown area apartment building mo- 
ratorium. It lifted the moratorium the 
following May, but * rejected as in- 
adequate a move to force large buildings 
by increasing minimum lot size require- 
ments. 


THE PIANNING CONSULTANT later 


was authorized- to find ways of encour- 
aging larger buildings while also encour- 
aging more parking ami "green space." 


Under this plan, bigger lots would be 


needed to construct small apartment 
buildings, making small construction 
more expensive. 


The present R-5 zoning requires that a 


small lot proposed fro construction con- 
tain 600 square feet of land for each effi- 
ciency apartment unit to be built. The 
amount of land required increases with 
the size of the apartments. Under the 
new plan, each efficiency apartment 
would require 900 square feet. 


Also under the new plan, developers 


who want to construct bigger buildings 
on large lots would not receive as great a 


boost in per-unit land requirements. 
. THE NEW PLAN would mean the land 
cost per apartment unit would be much 
cheaper for the large lot developer than 
for the small lot developer. 


The Campbell plan also called for "bo- 


nuses" — special permission to construct 
additional apartments on property be- 
yond the number allowed by the land- 
par-unit formula. Extra landscaping, 
open space and excellence in design 
would be rewarded with permission to 
construct one more additional apart- 
ment. 


vate industry now, Hageman said, they 
are still bound by federal anti-strike and 
public employe legislation. 


"Today we are neither .public nor pri- 


vate employes, neither fish nor fowl. We 
are strikeless hybrids entitled to the 
worst of both worlds while subject to the 
whimsical abuse or enormous manage- 
ment powers from the top to the bottom 
of the postal pyramid," he said. 


Hageman also said his union wants an 


exemption from fche Hatch Act, which 
forbids participation by public employes 
in partisan election 'activities. "We are 
outrageously restricted by the Hatch 
Act," he said. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE refusal to 


recognize fche union as the bargaining 
agent, and to bargain in good faith, 
Hageman said, has caused a decline in 
employe morale — leading to a decline 
in service. 


"Union members are just as fed up as 


the public is over deteriorating mail ser- 
vice, but we know where the blame lies 
and, how to correct it," 'he said.

the plan says, "it is anticipated between 
1970 and 1975. Des Plaines will experi- 
ence the greatest increase in population 
of any five-year period over the next 20 
years." 


Ah annual population growth rate of 2,5 


per cent is predicted until 1975; [with the 
increase each year from then until 1990 
declining slowly from two to 1.75 per 
cent. Of the 31,000 additional persons that 
will live here by 1990, 18,200 will come 
from the "natural increase" of the resi- 
dent population and 13,500 from net in- 
migration, the plan estimates.

TO HOUSE ALL those people about 


8,000 new housing units will be needed, 
the plan says, assuming an average of 
about 3.5 or 3.6 persons per household. It 
calls for an additional 1,750 low density 
housing units (five or less per acre), 
3,400 medium density units (five to 15 
per acre) and 1,800 high density units 
(more than 15). It also estimates that 
2,500 to 4,000 housing units will be added 
to the city through annexations. 
, Ninety thousand, according to the plan, 
will be the "saturation level" for Des 
Plaines which is to say the point where 
residential land, if developed or redevel- 
oped under the plan's recommendations, 
will be" jpretty much used up. Population! 
density, now about 17 persons per net 
residential acre, would increase to an 
average of something like 18 to 20 persons 
per net acre by 1990. 
; 


A plan that predicts a population in- 


crease of about 30,000 and then urges 
construction of enough additional housing 
units to attract those new residents is in 
many ways a self-fulfilling prophecy. 
But, to some extent, the question of 
whether there can or should be that 
many people living here has already 
been answered. Population density in 
and around downtown Des Plaines will 
be increasing steadily due to high-density 
apartment zoning that has already been 
put into effect. City officials are trying to 
encourage more intensive residential de- 
velopment downtown and both the com- 
prehensive plan and a proposed new zon- 
ing ordinance will reflect those already 
existing policies. 


THERE ARE some indications that the 


90,000 figure may be high. The plan 
relies on "significant" population addi- 
tion through annexations to reach that 
goal. But the city appears to be blocked 
off from any further sizable annexations 
on the north, .south and west (except, the 
several .hundred homes in Waycinden 
Park) and has shown no recent in- 
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clination tox take in more land in the 
unincorporated area east of the Tri-State 
Tollway. 


Residential building, which picked up 


this spring, has not been enough so far to 
provide the 2.5 per cent annual popu- 
lation growth for the years 1970-75 that is 
predicted in the plan. 


In 1970, the city^ added 132 housing 


units, according to the building depart- 
ment, an increase of about 0.7 per cent in 
the total number of housing units here. 
The 169 units built last year were offset 
by the demolition of 30 units (.demolition 
figures were not available for 1970) for a 
net addition of 139. 


SO FAR IN 1972, the building depart- 


ment reports that permits have been is- 
sued for 252 units, an increase of about 
1.5 per cent to the total number of hous- 
ing units in just' five months. It is not 
known whether building activity will con- 
tinue at a high enough level in the re- 
mainder of 1972 to boost population by 
2.5 per cent for the year. 


But the final number, the head count 


.when Des Plaines reaches its ''saturation 
i 
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point," will not be that important. The 
plan. recognizes and makes a com- 
mitment to growth. Its recommendations 
will guide the city through a quantum 
jump in population over the next two dec- 


, ades. A few thousand more or less, than 


predicted will make no great difference. 


In addition to the numbers game of 


"how many," the plan discusses in a few 
places "who" those 90,000 residents will 
be. As mentioned earlier, the population 
here apparently is getting younger. 


"Between 1960 and 1968 the number of 


children under five years of age de- 
creased while the number of young 
adults of 15-24 years of age increased 
five per cent," the planners say. 


"Additional community facilities, such 


as parks and schools, have been planned 
to accommodate this change in popu- 
lation composition," says the plan, ad- 
ding that in 1960 32.5 per cent of the pop- 
ulation was between five and 24 years of 
age, while in 1968, that percentage had 
jumped to 37.6 per cent. 


SEVERAL FACTORS will affect the 


age distribution here in the future, the 
plan says, including: 


—The fertility ratio will probably go up 


as the increased proportion of young 
women reach child-bearing ages. This 
may, however, be -offset somewhat by 
the new emphasis on birth control and 
the trend toward smaller families, 


—Future migration trends both in and 


out. More young families with small chil- 
dren are moving in than moving out, ac- 
cording to changes in age distribution be- 
tween 1960 and 1970. 


—In the United States as a whole, mor- 


tality rates and increased life expectancy 
are stabilizing and will only decline slow- 
ly for at least the next two decades. This 
factor will slow the national trend to- 
wards large numbers of people 65 years 
of age and older. 


b 


—The median age in Des Plaines has 


dropped from 29.1 in 1960 to 28.8 in 1970. 
This trend will continue as the commu- 
nity revitalizes its older areas and at- 
tracts young families. 


—Between 1970 and 1980, the nation- 


wide trend will be toward changes in age 
distribution. Persons in the 18-34 age 
bracket will increase substantially as 
will the number in the 54-65 bracket. 


The plan also notes that Des Plaines is 


virtually all-white, with a non-white pop- 
ulation of less than one half of one per 
cent (the 1970 census listed 47 blacks 
here). There's no prediction in the plan, 
however, as to whether that percentage 
will increase or get smaller. 


The plan also makes no mention of or 


provisions for different family income 
levels in Des Plaines. It does note one 
survey showing that 27 per cent of the 
persons working hi Des Plaines also live 
here and says at one point that "increas- 
ing density of housing will add to the la- 
bor supply in Des Plaines."

think people would be willing to pay the 
price of what it's worth time-wise," Olive 
explained.

Sa many times you 
want to give something special to a per- 
son! The things I make you can't buy in 
a store. What better way to say thank 
you than to give something you'vt 
created." 


She found her copper by becoming a 


good scavenger. Not wishing to be limit- 
ed to the few widths stocked by hard- 
ware and craft stores, sht found radio 
supply stores were h^r best suppliers. 
She latched on to wire like string collec- 
tors latch op to string. 


MRS. SHERMAN has found you can go 


to great extents in twisting jewelry. Pat- 
terns and combinations of patterns are 
endless. Her home is filled with idea 
books. 
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Her jewelry can take anywhere from a 


few hours to weeks to complete — de- 
pending on the intricacy of the design 
and the material. 
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"Copper needs more finishing than sil- 


ver and I do all the finishing myself," 
she said, "I prefer copper to be antiqued 
instead of bright and gawdy ... I don't 
think jewelry should be a glare.

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"To me contrasts are attractive — 


the light and the dark. You get depth. I 
prefer the person to wear the jewelry 
and hot the jewelry to wear the person." 


The result of her philosophy is work. 


The finely twisted, turned; wound and 
bent copper is lacquered, antiqued, pu- 
miced and polished before it is worn. 
Some result in stunning contrasts with 
dark grooves and bright surfaces; others 
are finished in satiny pink.

THE TOOLS Olive uses are common. 


Her basics include a drill (for twisting 
more than one wire together), saw, flat 
and round nose pliers, ships, and a ham- 
mer.

knitting needle and .fly swatter handle 
(for mandrels to wrap the wire around), 
a pencil eraser (to hold the wire on her 
jigging board without leaving marks).

Book Sees Deviancy As 


We are what people label us, and we 


become what people expect us to be. 
Blind men, for example, are not inher- 
ently passive and dependent. But society 
expects this and makes them fulfill this 
role. 


That's the theory presented by William 


J. Filstead in his book, "Introduction to 
Deviance, Headings in the Process of 
Making Deviants." Filstead is associate 
director of research and education at the 
Rehabilitation Center of Lutheran Gener- 
al Hospital, Park Ridge. His book, pub- 
lished by Markham Publishing Co., says 
deviancy is not inherent but is a reaction 
resulting from labeling. 


The bode describes what Filstead be- 


lieves is the effect of labeling in creating 
and perpetuating deviancy. He urges so- 
cial and behavioral scientists to focus 
their attentions on deviants' external en* 


vironments. 


"Today, labeling perspective is a ma- 


jor approach to understanding deviants," 
Filstead said. "Deviance is not an act 
committed by the individual, but is a 
consequence of labeling." 
. 


BECAUSE SOCIAL and governmental 


agencies represent the nation's norms, 
these institutions especially can create 
and perpetuate deviancy, Filstead says. 


He contends there is a glaring lack of 


knowledge about labeling and that social 
and behavioral scientists are tending to 
misinterpret its meaning. For example, 
there's a tendency to blame the labeling 
process on a monolithic society when, in- 
stead, more attention should be paid to 
the deviants' relationships with other 
people. 


Filstead is a Ph.D. candidate in sociolo- 


gy at Northwestern. University. His first 


book, "Qualitative Methodology: First- 
hand 
Involvement 
With the 
Social 


World," has been widely accepted as a 
college text.
